3- The w</r with Great Britain. The 
dif- 


ferences of opinion which once existed us to 
the policy of the last war no longer are moot- 
ed. 
It is now jjcnerally regarded as having 


been declared from necessity, and with sound 
policy. 
Mr. CLAY'S agency in supporting it, 


and his successful contests with the orators 
of the Opposition, who then constituted a 
powerful assemblage of talents, cannot be 
forgotten hv any man v/ho was then on the 
stasfc of public life. 
He was the champion 


of the War in the Councils of his country, 
and many's the time we have with delight 
heard the vaulted dome of the Capitol resound 
his eloquent declamations in behalf of Free 
Trade and Sailors' Rights. 


4. The Peace. The Peace was quite as 


necessary and as honorable as the War.— 
Mr. CLAY is known to have had his full share 
in negotiating the Ghent treaty: and it may 
be safelv assumed that in the oral discussions 
connected with the negotiation he had more 
than his share. 
We claim for him, however, 


only an equal share of the honor of that illus- 
trious negotiation. 


5. The tiKllicrnent of the Missouri que?- 


lion. To review the history of this most im- 
port-ant incidentoflhelifwof Mr. CLVY would 
require more time and room than we have 
now to spire. 
It is doubtful whether, but 


for the untiring exertions of Mr. CLAY, and 
his unwearied appeals to the hearts and 
heads of his fellow-members, publicly and 
privately, this Union \vonld not then have 
come to an end. 
The peril was irreat. 
The 


political elements were in awful commotion. 
He accomplished what it seemed as no oth- 
er person could have done, by effecting an ad- 
justment of this question, when it began to 
be despaired ofhythc most sanguine.

Editor arid Publisher, the following Commu- 
nication, which tbc prosecutor, Mr. Cowno- 
ver, alleged was a false, scandalous, mali- 
cious and defamatory Libel upon him. This 
communication appeared June 19, 1832, in 
the following words, vix : 


MASONIC I IMPUDENCE.

dictment on its MEiiiTs.tbe Defendant's Coun- 
sel here rested the case, after argument — in 
which the defendant rested his cause chiefly 
on the want of malice ; and that the publica- 
tion was made in the discharge of his duty as 
a faithful Editor. 


The Jury retired, and the following- morn- 


ing-brought in a verdict of Guiltv against the 
Defendant! The Court sentenced R. W. 
Middieton. the defendant, to pay a fine of $20 
to the Commonwealth and the costs of prose- 
cution ! ! ! 


TO OUR FRTEiYDS AND THE PUBLIC. 


t will be seen that the Court in the a- 


bovc case, decided that it was "not proper for 
public information," to inform the people of 
the avowed principles and determination of

prosecutor is permitted, in the dKchar^e of 
ins duties, '-to be present during the sitting of 
the Grand Jury, to conduct the evidence on 
ihe pait of the Commonwealth," if he thinks 
proper or deems it necessary.—Bui general- 
ly bis personal attendance is not necessary, 
and be can attend to business in Court in the 
mean lime. 
When 1 band to the Foreman 


any bills, tbat require particular attention, 
such a* for pacing Counterfeit money, libel, 
murder, &.C.. t request him to send for me if 
any difficulty should occur—and may have re- 
quested him in some instances not to nullify 
tbein without an explanation of the law up- 
on the subject, if necessary, when the e;u=e= 
were unusual and the jury mi»lit commit mis- 
takes for want of proper legal ins'.rnclion.— 
This I would consider to be in the line of my 
duty to the Commonwealth—but I have nev- 
er yet appeared before the Grand Jury as an 
advocate in behalf of the Commonwealth. As 
to the two bills aoaiiitt Mr. Middleton for li- 
bel, 
I recollect to have requested tiie Fore- 


man to lay them over towards the last, (as F 
had lea-soii to believe they would not be tried, 
if found, as a witness in one case was absent, 
and doubts existed as to reading his deposi- 
tion, and the other was not prosecuted within 
ten days before the Court) and to pass upon 
such other bills first (some of winch were 
pressing and very important", and expensive 
to the County) as, it was expected, would be 
tried. -I had occasion to visit the Jury room, 
to hand them more bills, when it was ascer- 
tained that I had omitted to send with the 
bill against R. W. Middleton for assault and 
battery, all the evidence supposed to be con- 
nected with the case, when the Grand Jury 
unanimously requested rne to furnish it, 
which fdi'l, and it seems the bill was found. 
As I was charged with tampering with the 
Grand Jury, 1 took occasion to converse with 
the Foreman upon the subject, to ascertain 
whether the feelings of the gentlemen com- 
posing the Grand Jury would require a pub- 
lic statement from himself or me, which he 
did not consider necessary, and declined to 
make any statement upon the subject. This 
is the certificate referred to. The Jurors 
are well known, an3 are incapable of being 
tampered with, in the discharge of their duly 
as Grand Jurors under oath : but that part of 
their, oath, as to secrecy, is intended, in part, 
to prevent the occurrence of circumstances 
similar to this. 


In conclusion, I must slate that I prosecu- 


ted R. W. Middleton as fairly as any other 
person. 
And while I endeavor to do my du- 


ty to the Commonwealth in all cases, without 
partiahtv or prejudice or political feeling. 1 
cannot pretend to be infallible, and if I err. 


T wish to be corrected by the proper tribunal. 
Even the Judges on the bench have made 
mistakes, which some may choose to repre- 
sent as intentional. That there v\ as any '-at- 
tempt to prostrate or gag Mr. Middleton, or 
to screen the Lodsre by breaking down and 
shackling the press'11 do most seriously de- 
ny. I value the liberty of the press as a 
choice blessing and it should be presened.— 
f never had any connection with, inaionry in 
anv shape; nor am I employed by the 1 ,odi£e. 
or influenced by it, or any other consideration, 
but a perfect discharge of duty.
